•CLEVELAND, Oct. 8.—The monthly 


%usiness review prepared by tho Fed- 
eral Reserve bank of Cleveland has 
the following analysis of the indus- 
trial situation:

conditions- existing everywhere, was 
the cause for considerable 
rejoicing.

Today, 'tnor« sub- 
stantial signs of solidity are every- 
where in evidence and the

gloom on the face of business is dis- 
appearing. Manufacturers, with few 
exceptions, report 
September 
busi- 


iiess as showing an upward trend with 
orders and inquiries becoming: more 
-numerous. 


Fall usually brings increased activ- 


ity even in normal years and this is 
true of the present season. Farmers 
are marketing their crops as they aro 
harvested, and while there has been 
little evidence of results up to this 
time, there is a decidedly better feel- 
ing in the rural districts In compari- 
son with the fail of 1920. As the win- 
ter months are approaching, 
unem- 


ployment is attracting 
more 
atten- 


tion. There are always a large num- 
ber of men who voluntarily or other- 
•wise are idle, as a perfect adjustment
